NEWTON, Kan., June 7.—The little 
town of Goessel, 14 miles north of New- 
tor, was practically destroyed by a tor- 
nado at 7 o’clock.Jast evening. 

The tornado tfaveled from west to 
east and laid waste a Strip 12 miles 
long and about 200 yards wide. The 
Store buildings of B. B. Reimer and 


Franzen Bros. were-demolished and the. 


stock scattered. Every residence in 
town save one was injured, most of 
them being torn to pleces, foundations 
and all. In all 12 residences were de- 
molished. The new mill, belonging to 
Frank Claassen, was lifted off its foun- 
dation and torn in two. 

‘The large Mennonite Hospital hap- 
pened to be a little out of the path of 
the storm and was only slightly dam- 
aged. ‘ 

The injured, of whom there are a 
score, were taken there to be treated. 
Physicians were summoned from New- 
ton this morning.

TORNADO SWEEPS WIDE 
PATH IN MINNESOTA.

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 7.—A fierce 
wind and rainstorm which visited Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin last night did 
great damage. 

The storm formed near’ Lindstrom, 
Minn., and swept in a northeasterly di- 
rection, cutting a path about 500 yards 
wide for a distance of 15 miles. 

Ben Legoo and three men were in the 
direct path of the storm and took refuge 
under a bridge crossing a smal! stream. 
The wind took the bridge from over 
their heads. All four of the men were 
hurt, but none fatally. 

All the buildings on the farm of a man 
named Magnusson were razed, but he 
and his family escaped injury by tak- 
ing refuge in the root cellar.

The other members of 
the family received serious. injuries. 

At Wyoming much damage was done, 
small buildings being razed and larger 
ones moved from their foundations. The 
house and barn of Henry Funk was 
completely destroyed and his wife and 
son were severely injured. 

At the village of Stacy, eight miles 
south of here, Mrs. Baxter and a child 
were severely injured and the Swedish 
Lutheran church and. a number of 
other buildings were destroyed.

John T. Wilson of 3900 Page boule- 
vard, president of the. Brotherhood of 
Maintenance-of-Way Employes, who 
spent- the evening in the parlor with 
company in his nightshirt, according to 
the testimony of his wife, Mrs. Stella 
V. Wilson of 6089 Maple avenue, in her 
suit for divorce against him, required 
his wife to carry on a formal and pon- 
derous correspondence with him while 
they were- living--together, relative to 
their differences. 

Mrs. Wilson testified Wednesday af- 
ternoon in Judge Douglas’ court that 
he insisted upon the.details of the dis- 
putes between them being reduced to 
writing. 

A copy of one of his letters to her, a 
remarkable document, was introduced 
in evidence. Before Jan. 18, 1905, the 
couple had not been getting on well to- 
gether. Wilson prevailed upon his. wife 
to write a letter to him about it, al- 
though they were living together. He 
wrote a long answer to his wife's let- 
ter and placed it in her hands, _ re- 
questing her to digest it while he was 
away on a trip. 

In part it was as follows: 

‘Your written document handed to me 
a few days ago indicates that you do 
not understand why our married life 
has not been as congenial as it should 


have been. 
“I have ‘decided to quote a few things 


from my memory and to give them to 
you in words and sentences, 

“when I’married you I conferred the 
greatest honor upon you, that can be 
conferred on a woman by.a man.”’ 

Referring to her complaint that she 
he wrote: 

“You know you can't keep & servant. 
In fact, I dislike the word servant. I 

that the opprobrious. epi- 
servant, hired girl and domes- 
tic, have driven thousands of girls out 
of homes to sweat shops. 

He informed his wife that he would 
not allow her to compel his niece, OlHe 
Wamack, who lived with them. to be 
dragging the children in off of the street 
every few minutes during the day, and 
suggested that it would be better if Mrs. 
Wilson would make them stay in the 
yard. 

Referring to the matters discussed in 
the letter, he wrote: ‘“‘These are a few 
of the reasons why I do not feel that 
you are worthy of my love, respect and 
confidence.

Grand Jury Has His Letter 
‘Accepting Employment From

NEW-YORK, June 7.—One Governor 
of a State will rest uneasy for the next 
few months, because among the papers 
now in the hands of a special grand 
jury is a letter from him to Andrew 
Fields, the Mutual Life’s bribe-giver. It 
can be said that one sentence in the 
letter accepting employment from Fields 
distinttly announc®s that his services 
“do not include anything in the nature 
of lobbying."’ Whether it was written 
in for effect should the letter become 
public is not certain.

It is known that 
he is willing to live up to the agree- 
ment, and, if necessary, give up the 
names of the legislators, governors and 
others whose services he bought, with 
Mutual Life money. 

For some reason Mr. Jerome is op- 

ad to calling on Fields to reveal-the 
identity of these men. It is said he de- 
clares that it would be simply a case 
of Fields’ word against the word of the 
legislator who took the*money. All he 
wants. from Fields is information which 
will be of service in prosecuting the 
few men in the Mutual Life who have 
been marked out for attack.

Policeman James Dwyer of East St.

‘Leave those fire-alarm boxes alone 
unless there is a fire, and make your 
report from the telephone box at Thir- 
teenth street and College avenue,’’ com- 
manded Murphy.

After a chase of half a mile through 
the woods near Allenville, north of East 
St. Louis, firing several shots at the

Confessed to Commerce Com- 
mission Having Received 
Money From Coal 
Companies. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—Joseph 
Boyer, the Pennsylvania Railroad em- 
ploye who yesterday testified before 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to having received -large sums of 
money and other gratuities from pro- 
ducers of coal on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad lines, was today dismissed 
from the service of the company. 

When the matter was brought to the 

attention of President Cassatt he di- 
rected the immediately discharge of 
Boyer. 
. Boyer, in his testimony yesterday, 
said that he had accepted more than 
$46,000 from coal mining companies 
during a period of three years. He 
was chief clerk in the office of G. W. 
Gibbs, superintendent of motive pow- 
er of the Pennsylvania Rallroad Co., 
and purchased the fuel coal used in 
the locomotives of the company. 

The donors, he said, were five dif- 
ferent coal] mining companies which 
furnish. coal to the railroad. 

Boyer’s testimony was of a sensa- 
tional character. He testified that he 
had been allowed from 3 to 5 cents 
on each ton sold to the railroad com- 
pany in such a matter-of-fact man- 
ner that the commissioners were al-

PLYMOUTH, England, June 7.—‘‘John 
D. Rockefeller s a fine exemplar of 
American modesty and of American 
democracy. He is in siriking contrast 
to the money-foolish Americans who 
travel abroad without a sense of the 
proper expenditure of money.”’ 

This was the unanimous opinion of the 
passengers who landed here from the 
Hamburg-American liner, Deutschland. 
They said Mr. Rockefeller was the most 
democratic man on the ship, and that 
no one seemed to enjoy the smooth six- 
day voyage more than he did. 

Mr. Rockefeller, his wife, their daugh- 
ter, Mrs, E. Parmelee Prentice, and 
their party did not land here, but went 
on to Cherbourg. Here he _ eagerly 
watched. the passengers disembark, 
shook the hands of those with whom 
he had been sociable and wished them a 
pleasant tour or a suecessful result in 
the business that brought them here. 

He seemed greatly interested in the 
unloading of the large amount of bul- 
lion the Deutschland. carried. 

The voyage afforded the first public 
opportunity to study the-man whose 
superbly systematized methods—what- 
ever they may be—and perseverance 
have made him the richest private in- 
dividual in the world. 

On Thursday last, the first day out, 
Mr. Rockefeller and all of his party 
except his wife took luncheon in the 
dining room. He was in high spirits, 
chatted and laughed almost continuous- 
ly, but found time to eat a hearty. meal. 
He took a private supply of milk on the 
steamer, and this and Poland water 
were his only drink during the voy- 


age. : 

His nerves seemed to be in fine con- 
dition, except that his thumb twitched 
when he held a fork or a spoon—a slight 
nervous derangement that might be ex- 
pected in a man 67 years old. 

After luncheon his two men servants 
wrapped him in a shaw! and he sat on 
deck awhile. During the afternoon he 
played shuffleboad with two servants, 
and although he had never before played 
the: game he played it remarkably well 
and displayed amazing energy at it. 

Mr. Rockefeller dined in the salon and 
his party was one of the gayest, the 
conversation provoking him to load 
laughter many times. 


Imitates a Bugle. 


He breakfasted in -the dining room 
Friday and was one of the first to sit 
down. Laughing heartily, he constantly 
joked with his party. He actually sang 


to his physician, Dr. Hamilton Biggar 
Sr. of Cleveland, O., imitating a bugle 
sounding a call to breakfast. 

When Miss Helen Gould entered the 
dining room Mr. Rockefeller arose, hur- 
ried to her, shook hands heartily and 
conducted her to the table. e 

He was always extremely gallant to

For breakfast he had oatmeal, but for 
luncheon he enjoyed buillon, fricasseed

He slept until 11 o'clock next morning 
and breakfasted with Mrs. Rockefeller 
in her cabin. He went on deck at 11:30 
and played shuffleboard. 

Mr. Rockefeller, who certainly 
thought himself as safe as he would be 
in his private office, asked a steward to 
show him how a life belt should be ad- 
justed. The obliging steward attired 
himself in the life-saving outfit. Mr. 
Rockefeller roared with laughter at the 
man’s odd appearance and bade him go 
and show bimself to Mrs. Rockefeller.

ENGINE HOUSES NEEDED 


PROPOSITION SIX—For the construction, reconstruction and extension of bridges 
and viaducts within the city and the purchase of lands for such purposes, $1,000,- 


000.—Excerpt from bond ordinance. 


WHY $1,000,000 IS NEEDED FOR 
OTHER BRIDGES AND VIADUCTS 


A modern, progressive city cannot afford to hamper its trade and com- 
merce by insufficient channels of communication between the various 
sections of the city. In St. Louis, Mill Creek Valley is a barrier between 


the North and South sides. That barrier can be removed only by building 
bridges to span the valley and the network of tracks, 
MANY BRIDGES IN BAD CONDITION, 

The city has a number of bridges, most of which are seriously in need 
of repair. The Twelfth street bridge is in such bad condition that it 
would be unwise to spend additional revenue in repairs. It must be re- 
placed by a new one. Economy demands the building of a new one rather 
than the waste of the city funds in bolstering p of the old one. - 

The Eighteenth street bridge is braced in several places, and is in sad 
need of reconstruction. A new section must be built to span the railroad 
tracks at this point. At Ewing avenue there is at present only a foot 
bridge. The increase in traffic in that vicinity makes a wagon bridge im- 
perative. 

ELIMINATE DANGEROUS GRADE CROSSINGS. 

A new viaduct is needed across Theresa avenue, and also at Chouteau 
avenue, across the tracks of the Missouri Pacific, in order to eliminate 
dangérous grade crossings. For the same reason viaducts are needed at 
Bremen avenue and the Wabash and Terminal tracks, where there is one 


BRIDGES NEEDED FOR PROTECTION AND PROGRESS. 
The only successful way to eliminate a majority of the grade crossings 
in the city is to build bridges and viaducts. This is a question of protecting 


the lives of the people. 


Bridges and viaducts, as a part of thé street system, are necessary 
to minimize the obstruction to commerce and trade. They diminish the

EDITORS COMMENT 
ON BRYAN’S GROWTH 
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New York World Sees Him as C 


onservative Beside Roosevelt and 


Hearst— Globe Declares Change Wrought by Absence 
Should Teach Bryan a Lesson. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burgau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 7.—The reunion of 
the conservative andr adical branches of 
the Démocracy, pioneered by David R. 
Francis of Missouri, in his convention 
speech this week, has become the sub- 
ject of editorial discussion in this world 

metropolis. 

The New York World prints the fol- 
lowing editorial on the subject, under 
thegaption, “Mr. Bryan’s Return”: 

‘Phe Democrats of Missouri, in con- 
vention assembled, have adopted a reso- 
lution demanding the nomination of 
William Jennings Bryan for President 
in 1908. The Democrats of Indiana are 
expected to take similar action today 
in Indianapolis. Former Gov. David R. 


Francis, Secretary of’ the Interior in| 


President Cleveland’s Cabinet, and lead- 
er of the sound money Democrats in his 
State, declared at the Missouri con- 
vention that the conservative wing of 
the party could unite with the radical 
wing in supporting Mr. Bryan for Pres- 
ident. 

“Monday the newspapers printed an 
interview with Timothy D. Sullivan, 
whose power in Tammany Hall cannot 
be questioned, indorsing Mr. Bryan. 
‘Tammany will fall in line to a man,’ 
he said, ‘and New York will send a solid 
delegation for Bryan to the national 
convention, headed by Richard Croker.’ 


Homecoming Reconciliation. 


“Arrangements are being made to give 
Mr. Bryan an enthusiastic reception 
when he arrives in New York next 
August, after his tour around the world. 
Gov. Folk of Missouri will be chairman 
of the Reception Committee. Mr. Bry- 
an’s homecoming is expected to mark 
the formal reconciliation of the two fac- 
tions of the Democratic party and to 
end the internecine warfare which has 
been carried on for 10 years. Mr. Bryan 
was never more securely established in 
the leadership of the Democracy than 
he has been during his absence from 
this country. It would be an extraordi- 
nary event in national politics if the re- 
turn of the man who helped divide the: 
Democratic party 10 years ago should 
be the occasion for the reunion of its 
warring elements, but nothing is so 
strange that it might not happen in 
politics. Regardless of speculation, Mr. 
Bryan is to be welcomed as tije next 
Democratic candidate for Presigfent of 
the United States, both by Democrats 
who have supported him and by Demo- 
crats who have opposed him. 


Bryan, the Conservative. 


‘In a letter written from Constanti- 
nople Mr. Bryan is reported to have 
said: ‘It is time to call a halt on Social- 
ism in the United States. The move- 
ment is going too far.’ We hope that 


+ this is the way Mr. Bryan feels about 


it, and that he has begun to realize 
that the Democratic party should set 
itself firmly against ‘a blind and furious 
system of innovation under the name of

East Side Pet Dropped 30 Feet

TREATMENT IS EFFECTIVE 


Larger Mate Encircled Block 
Several Times, Walk- 
ing on Wire. 


After being apparently electrocuted 
while running alon telephone and elec- 
tric light wires on Main street, Hast St. 
Louis, a monkey belonging to F. A. 
Geary is hopping around its cage little 
the worse for its enconter with the 
electrical current. The monkey dropped 
20 feet to the pavement in view of a 
crowd. ; 

Two pet monkeys escaped from their 
cage, in the rear of Mr. Geary'’s home 
on Main street, Wednesday, and, after 
being chased around the fences of the 
neighborhood, one monkey darted up a 
telephone pole and was quickly followed 
by the other. Upon reaching the- wires 
they started along Main street, skipping 
along the wires 30 feet ae tes the street, 
followed by a large crowd. 

As the smaller monkey was opposite 
the police station, it struck a telephone 
wire with one foot and an electric light 
wire with. the other, uttered a scream, 
straightened out, and a few _ seconds 
later fell to the pavement below, ap- 
parently dead. The larger monkey heard 
its mate’s scream and turned back, but 
could not find its companion, It then 
started along the wires, walking only 
on one wire. 

Treatment Was Efficient. 

As the monkey was picked u from 
the pavement.and taken to Mr. Geary's 
home, Dr. Spannagel ran over and de- 
clared that the monkey was not dead. 
He said that he could save its life, al- 
though its heart action had apparently 
stopped. He poured out a small quan- 
tity of new remedy he had made for use 
in such an emergency and poured it 
with ice water into the monkey’s throat.

For the next four hours the larger 
monkey followed the wires along Main 
street, Division avenue, Collinsville ave- 
nue and Missouri avenue, encircling the 
block several times. It then started 
north on Collinsville avenue, and was 
caught by a lineman who mounted a 
pole near St. Louis avenue to stop the 
monkey's progress. When it approached 
the lineman, the monkey tamely submit- 
ted to being returned to its cage.

That day the young millionaire’s heart 
broke and he has been mentally a 
wreck since. Unable longer to bear 
this greatest disappointment of life, he 
finally ended it all with a pistol ball 
Tuesday morning. 

Those who were familiar with the af- 
fairs of the young man wondered if 
he would attend the wedding of the 
woman whom he loved. He was pres- 
ent merely as a guest, but his face 
throughout the ceremony was whiter 
than that of any person in the gay 4s5- 
semblage. After the ceremony the 
young man, who had always taken so 
deep an interest in everything, seemed 
to lowe all heart and hope. He re- 
mained away from his office and spent 
most of his time alone in his room. 

Every effort was made to arouse him 
from. his lethargy, but without success. 
A month ago his mother took him to 
Cambridge Springs in the hope that 
the change would benefit him. He 
seemed to be better, and returned to 
Pittsburg. 

The return home brought back all the 
old familiar memories and surroundings. 
He rapidly became worse. He seldom, 
if ever, left his room at the Hotel 
Schenley and little was seen of him by 
his friends. All day long he sat and 
gwared into vacancy, and at night he re- 
mained in the same position, unable in 
his great sorrow to sleep or rest.

He was essentially a home 
man, but with his wealth and the pros- 
pects of becoming one of the wealthiest 
men in the country at the death of his 
mother, he lived alone in a suite of 
apartments at a hotel and was denied 
the one woman in the world for whom 
he longed. 

Dr. Alexander and his bride sailed for 
Europe immediately after the wedding, 
where they are now spending their 
honeymoon.

Young Defendant Withdrew 
Her Cross-Bill at the 
Last Moment. 








“WITH MR. CHOUTEAU” 
Servant Girl Testified Mrs. 
Puegnet Was With Him 
Three Nights. 








Capt. Ernest Peugnet, showing his 69 
years as he told the story of his marital 
woes, was granted a divorce from his 
dashing young wife, Alexina Louise 
Peugnet, by Judge Foster late Wednes- 
day, as told in late editions of the 
Post-Dispatch. The wife, former ste- 
nographer in the Boatmen’'s Bank, dc- 
faulted at the last moment, withdraw- 
ing her crossbill and allowing Capt. 
Peugnet to get his decree uncontested. 

After John Scullin, railroad magnate, 
William H. Lee, president of the Mer- 
chants-Laclede National Bank, F. A. 
Drew and other prominent St. Louisans 
had testified to the character and good 
name of Capt. Peugnet, the-aged plain- 
tiff himself took the stand. 

Holding to the bench as he was seat- 
ing himself, with an unlit cigar in his 
right hand, Capt. Peugnet began his 
testimony in a clear voice. After stat- 
ing his name, Capt. Peygnet was asked 
if he knew the defendant in the sult, 
Alexina Louise Peugnet. 

“You know I do,’’ was the response 
to his attorney. 

Capt. Peugnet said he would be 69 
years old in October; that he and his 
young wife were married March 14, 1901, 
and separated Feb. 7, 1906. 

“How did-you -treat her while you 
lived together as man and wife?’ he 
was asked. 

“T was polite to her and treated her 
as a husband should. I treated her af- 
fectionately except when she lost her 
temper and even then I was too good 
to her.’’ 

“How did you provide for her?’ was 
the next query. 

“Just as I always have for all my 
family,’’ was the response. ‘They all 
drew on me at will and always have 
kept me cooped up. Nobody worked 
but me.” 

“When and why did 
from your wife?’ 

“On Feb. 7,« 1906, when I found her in 
that house at 720 Leonard avenue.”’ 

Capt. Peugnet then told the story of 
a telephone call from his son, Louis, 
requesting his father to meet him on a 
corner near the Leonard avenue resort: 
The son was awaiting his father with a 
detective.. The three went to the house 
and were at first refused admittance, 
but when young Peugnet threatened to 
break in and promised that if they were 
allowed to enter and see Mrs, Peugnet 
there would be no scene, the woman 
who opened the door admitted them. 
Angry words passed between Peugnet 
and his young wife, the Captain telling 
her that all was over between them for 
all time. 

The next day Capt. Peugnet and his 
wife met at the door of a downtown 
bank and Capt. Peugnet testified that 
his wife approached him with the 
words, ‘“‘I want to talk with you.’’ He 
refused to grant the audience, he said, 
and told her he would have nothing 
more to do with her. 

Capt. Peugnet then told of what he 
termed Mrs. Pe et’s “shameful con- 
duct” at Put-in-Bay during the sum- 
mer of 1905. 

“If there was a fast man or woman 
about the place, she was sure to be 
with them,” he testified. 


Left Prophet’s Ball Early. 


His early return from the Veiled 
Prophet's ball two years ago was 
then testified to. Capt. Peugnet said 
that his wife’s actions at the ball and 
the low-neck dresses there caused 
him to leave at 11:30 o’clock. 


Mrs. Peugnet reached home at 3 
o'clock the next morning, he testified. 
Capt. Peugnet said he told her 
before leaving the ball that’ she 
could stay as long as she liked, but 
that he was disgusted and was going 
home. He said he at first asked her 
to go with him, of course, but she re- 
fused and then he said he was going 
home anyway. 

Judge C. 0. Brown of Carthage, Mo., 
whose daughter married one of Capt. 
Peugnet’s sons, testified that he had 
known Capt. Peugnet eight years and 
had been a frequent visitor at the Peug- 
net home after the Captain and Mrs. 
Peugnet were married. He said that 
they, too, had visited his home at Car- 
thage. Asked as to what he saw when 
visiting the Peugnet residence, Judge 
Brown said, “There was never a whis- 
per or whim in the marital relations -of 
Capt. Peugnet and his wife, so far as I 
could see. He was gentle, exemplary, 
kind and considerate.”’ 

Depositions of detectives who shad- 
owed Mrs. Peugnet on different occa- 
gions and of others who told of her 
caprices, were then read. 

Margey Balley, colored housegirl at the 
Peugnet home, was called to the stand 
and testified to the departure of Mrs. 
Peugnet for Chicago Jan. 16 last. She 
went to the car with Mrs. Peugnet and 
carried the baggage. 

Mrs. Peugnet told her to forward her 
mail to 8832 Langley avenue, Chicago, 
and left the address on a biotter. 


Told of Other Address. 
The girl.said that Mrs. Peugnet told

address would be 4950 Grand boulevard 
and left that address on a slip of paper 
which Miss Marie kept on her file. 
Both the blotter and slip of paper were 
exhibited and identified by the girl.

Is no Place in Chicago Slaughter Houses 
Where Slightest Consideration is Shown 
for a Human Being.”’

Since I wrote the first installment of this series the report of 
the President’s commission has been made public; therefore it will 
not be worth while,to tell much about the revolting conditions, the 


filth and disease which I saw in the preparation of meat. 


Mr. Neill 


and Mr. Reynolds are intimate friends of the President, who pos- 
sess his confidence and who went out there to get the exact truth, 
and I do not believe that the public will require any confirmation 


of their statements. 


The report says a few words about the conditions under which 
the men work, the terrific pressure which is maintained and so on. 
At the time when I was in Chicago affairs were probably at their 
very worst; the great strike had been concluded only two or three 
months before and the evils which it had brought in its tram had 


only slightly disappeared. 


It would exceed human power to por- 
tray the hell on earth which existed in 
Packingtown during the beef sirike of 
1904. The yards are bad enough at any 
time, but just then the labor forces 
of .the packers were disorganized and 
the work was intrusted to an insuffi- 
cient number of absolutely ignorant 
workers of the most degraded and, bru- 
talized types of humanity... “Green” ne- 
groes had been brought up from the 
far South by the carload—even crim- 
inals had been imported, and hundreds 
of the vilest women of the city had been 
brought in to cook for them. 


Slept in Slaughter House. 


Some of the slaughter houses were 
turned into lodging houses; by far the 
greater portion of the working force 
lived in the yards all through the strike. 
At night they slept in rooms where 
meat was prepared during the day; old 
paintrooms and meat storerooms were 
turned into dining rooms by day and 
bedrooms at night, with little separa- 
tion between the sexes attempted. The 
one desire of the packers was to keep 
all hands contented and get the work 
done. 

I met a man who worked there during 
the strike, who said that in the dining 
rooms in the daytime hundreds of men 
would be crowded, smoking pipes and 
eating in their shirt sleeves, with bloody 


hands and arms, the place being with- 


out a single window or fire escape. 
Food would be scattered about on the 
floor and rats would run out after it 
in the daytime. At night the rats sim- 
ply swarmed about the place, su that 
the men put their cots on the dining 
tables to escape from them. 

in another room in immediate prox- 
imity to where meat was being pre- 
pared would be the filthy laundry of the 
workers piled up; the washing would 
be done and clothes hung up to dry 
in the meat room. 

At night these crowds of thugs and 
abandoned women would pour out into 
the streets and alleys in the ‘yards” 
and there would be dancing, singing 
and brawling and orgies beyond descrip- 
tion. I taiked with a woman physician 





who studied the conditions during the 


| strike, and finally became so horrified 


at what she saw that she got access to 
Mr. Armour personally, and her repre- 
sentations to him were the cause of the 
final end of the trouble. 

Many of these green negroes stayed 
on after the strike and they are now 
working in Packingtown—a _ constant 
source of degradation. And the unions 
being entirely helpless, the packers now 
drive the men without mercy and use 
them up faster than ever before. 


Danger of Blood Poison. 


At the time when I was in the yards 
the killing gang worked exactly like a 
football team, yet they were expected to 
keep this up from 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 6:30 at night, with only half 
an hour for lunch; and if there hap- 
pened to be a rush of cattle they would 
likely be kept on until 9 or 10 o’clock at 
night. What wonder if often a man’s 
knife slipped and he cut himself and 
got a horrible, gangrenous wound? 

This danger of blood poison is one of 
the specters which the Packingtown lae 
borer has always before him. He can 
never tell at what minute he will strike 
a bone and will cut himself and be laid 
up to watch his family starve until he 
can get to work again. I know a man 
—an expert workman—who had been at 
the trade for 47 years, who often lost 
as much as:four months in a year 
from this cause. I always made it a 
point to ask cattle butchers to show 
me their hands. Their fingers would be 
SO scarred from the old wounds and so 
swollen and distorted that they would 
look more like jelly fish than members 
of the human body. 

The situation of the cattle butcher is 
particularly hard in the winter, for the 
killing beds have no heat whatever. 
Winter in Chicago is frequently severe, 
but it is not quite so bad when the 
men are actually working; sometimes 
they have to stand around for hours 
before they work, and are then started 
off with a sudden rush while completely 
numbed. The frost gathers on thelr 


arms and the pillars of the bui sn | are

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so cold that if they put their hands 
upon them the flesh adheres. They 
wrap their feet in old rags to keep them 
warm and these become soaked with 
frozen blood and grow larger and larger 
until the man is scarcely able to walk. 
Then you can see them sticking their 
feet into the hot carcasses of the newly 
slaughtered animals to thaw them out. 


Average Wages Under $5 a Week. 

One of the things pointed out in the 
Presidents’ :report is that the men are 
provided with no places to eat. It is 
difficult to imagine what this means in 
the winter. I saw them crouching in 
the stairways of the packing houses and 
outside under the sheds to get away 
from the falling snow. In conversation 
with one of the packers I spoke of the 
horribly low wages that were paid to 
the men, and he answered that there 
was no use in paying any more, be- 
cause the balance went to the saloon- 
keeper. 

My reply was that, for one thing, I 
had observed that the companies pay 
their men in checks, and that saloons 
are most convenient places in witich 
these can be cashed; and that also a8 a 
consequence of the latk of dining rooms, 
the men are literally compelled to re- 
sort to the saloons in winter. The 
packer then dropped the subject. 

Prior to the last strike in Chicago the 
union officers. made a computation, 
based upon 10,000 time checks, and found 
that the average weekly wage in Pack- 
ingtown was between $% and $5; since 
the strike. conditions have of course 
grown worse. A friend of mine who 
has recently been making investiga- 
tions for me stated that he stood in 
a saloon on a Saturday night and 
gathered up the pay envelopes of the 
men as they came in and got their 
checks cashed. He collected 
score and the average was less than $4; 
some as low as $1.70. This

It is literally the truth that the pack- 
ers treat their men like dogs. There is 
no place in all Packingtown where the 
slightest consideration is shown for a 
human being. They are compelled to be 
on hand at a certain hour in the morn- 
ing, even though there is no killing to 
be done; they are laid off without the 
slightest ceremony, and they have no 
idea when the work will start up again. 
They are cheated out of their pay 
most shamelessly. If enough men -hap- 
pen to be on hand the bosses will start 
them up before the whistles blow and 
cheat them that way. If they are work- 
ing overtime and do not make a full 
hour, even though they fail by only five 
they get nothing for it. If any 
error is made in the computation of 
their work they have no redress; there 
is always one answer com-

plaint: “If you do not like it you can 
go elsewhere.’ 

The reason for this attitude anyone 
Who chooses to go there might dis- 
cover by watching the scenes in 
front of the “time stations’ at 7 
o'clock in the morning. Several times 
I was on hand at 6 o'clock in the 
morning, and in the darkness, half 
covered with falling snow, five or six 
hundred men were standing shiver- 
ing in the darkness, stamping about 
to keep from freezing, and waiting 
for the packing house doors to open 
At 7 o'clock the whistle blew and still 
these wretches were standing, gazing 
longingly at the door through which 
the bosses would come out. The crowd 
Stood until nearly 8, and would prob- 
ably have stood there longer if the 
policemen had not-driven them away. 
In all the times that 1 watched this 
Sight I happened to see but one man 
actually hired. 

The conditions tn Packingtown have 
reached their present state of degra- 
dation by the natural process of com- 
petition, or rather, there is competi- 
tion of. labor while there is no com- 
petition of capital. There is but one 
vast employing trust, and a body of 
absolutely unorganized and helpless 
laborers. As a result, lower and low- 
er types of human beings are coming 
there. 

There has been a regular procession 
of the races through Packingtown: the 
infilustry was founded by skilled cattle 
butchers from Germany; then they be- 
gan the importing of Irishmen. After 
the strike of 1894 they set to work de- 
liberately to crowd the labor market so 
as to prevent further’ troubles: first 
they brought Poles, then Bohemians, 
then Lithuanians, and now finally Slo- 

vaks. These are nearly all unde pola 
wratehed people, who cannot yeak 
English, and who impress one ty av- 
ing no more intelligence than a dumb 
animal. The bosses beat them and 
kick them and spit in their faces. 

I saw sights of this sort which fair- 
ly made my blood boll. I saw a poor, 
wretched Lithuanian pushing a truck 
in one of Swift & Co.’s cellars; it was 
loaded with hanmw, and the poor fellow 
was scarcely able to stir it on the level 
floor. He came to a slight incline and 
could not get it up, and the boss fel] 
upon him and pounded him over the 
head, finally seizing him by the collar 
and throwing him out of the place. I 
presume that he was “firing’’ him. An- 
other and stronger man took his place.

The sult is a counter claim 
filed against the Thompson 
by Van Blarcom and H. 
who claimed that they entered into a 
verbal agreement with Mr. Thompson 
to share alike in the profits or losses in 
financing the Tennessee Central Rail- 
road, They alleged that the Thompson 
executors had repudiated the agreement 
and the plaintiffs asked for a settile- 
ment of the three respective claims. 

The petition of the executors denies 
that Mr. Thompson ever was a party 
to the railway deal or that any verbal 
agreement between the trio had been 
repudiated. The assertion is made that 
Mr. Thompson aided Van Blarcom to

FE TEXT BOOKS 
S CAMPAIGN CRY 


Candidate for State Superin- 
tendent of Schools Has 
Platform. 
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Says Country Children Should 
Have Best Possible 
School System. 


Prof. J. U. White of Brookfield, Mo., 


Republican nominee for State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, intends to base his 
campaign on reforms which he believes 
are badly nevaed for country schools. 

Free books for the pupils, to be pro- 
vided by the State instead of by appro- 
priation from the school board as in St. 
Louis, better salaries for teachers, a 
uniform system of study, and high 
schools for those counties now without 
them, are some of the things Prof. 
White will work for. He expects to ac- 
complish them by legislation. 

Prof. White was the nominee for office 
four years ago, and made his fight on 
free books, declaring that those which 
the pupils must buy under existing 
contracts were of an inferior quality. 
Subsequently the free textbook system 
was instituted in St. Louis. W. T. Car- 
rington, the incumbent, defeated Prot. 
White for the office. 

“Country teachers get an average sal- 
ary of $240 a year in Missouri,” Pret. 
White said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“This means $20 a month, as it Is im- 
practicable for many of them to get 
work during their vacation, It is not 
reasonable to expect that a high grade 
of teachers can be obtained for such a 
pittance. The country child will not he 
well taught until more money is paid 
for his teacher. 


Free Books and High Schools. 

“As at present managed, each coun- 
try school teacher is a law unto himself. 
There is no ordained course of study. 
This naturally results bs great confusion 
and irregularities and ought to be reme- 
died. Legislation is needed, and prop- 
er laws will be enacted, I believe, if 
someone is in the State Superintendent's 
office to push them. 

“Some counties in 
any high school. The _ result if that 
those parents who wish to give their 
children a better education than can be 
obtained in the common schools must 
send them away, and that is not always 
possible. The country boy or girl is en- 
titled to just as good a public school 
education as other children and ought to 
have it. 

‘T am always for free books. Legisla- 
tion would be necessary to accomplish 
that, too, and I am confident that in 
time it could be brought about.”

When the Merchants’ Bridge was completed the 
charges for transferring cars across the Mississippi 
River, which had been excessively high, were reduced 
to $3 per car; and switching charges to all points 
reached by Merchants’ Terminal switches were re- 
duced to $1 per car. 

These rates had to be met by the St. Louis Bridge 
and Terminal Association and the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
wherever they competed with the Mérchants’ Bridge 
and Terminal. Coal at that time was hauled across 
the river for 10 cents per ton, or $1.50 to $3 per car. 

The St. Louis Bridge and Terminal Association fin- 
ally managed to gain control of the Merchants’ 
Bridge and Terminal property, and meade a traffic 
deal with the Wiggins Ferry Co., and the freight 
transfer charges and switching charges were at once 
advanced to the full limit that the St. Louis Bridge 
and Terminal Co. could charge. 

Coal rates were advanced for transfer across the 
bridge to St. Louis to 30 cents per ton or $4.50 to $9 
per car. 

The Burlington Railway entered St. Louis, and 
the Alton: Bridge was built, the Burlington operating 
it. To all points reached by their tracks the Bur- 
lington offered reasonable transfer and switching 
rates for cars coming over the Alton Bridge into 
St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Bridge and Terminal Association 
(which included the Merchants’ Bridge) and the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. had to meet these rates wherever 
they competed with the Burlington. 

Coal at this time was taken by the Burlington 
from the Eas? Side across the Alton Bridge and de- 
livered to the factories in St. Charles for 10 cents per 
ton, or $1.50 to $3 per car; and to all consumers in 
St. Louis they could reach at 20 cents per ton, or $3 
to $6 per car. 

The St. Louis Bridge and Terminal Association met 
these rates to St. Charles and to St. Louis, where 
they were forced to by competition with the Bur- 
lington. 

The Burlington was beaten out of the control of 
the Alton Bridge; the Belt Line they were backing 
to get around St. Louis to get into the manufactur- 
ing districts in the southern part of the city was 
also wrested from them and dismantled, and they 
were forced into tae St. Louis Bridge and Ternmina! 
Asi ccin*on.

The St. Louis Bridge and Terminal Association, 
realizing that if the Rock Island succeeded in this 
movement the abolition of the bridge arbitrary was 
bound to follow, and that St. Louis merchants and 
manufacturers would get reasonable switching 
charges, defeated the sale of the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
to the Rock Island by methods that were a disgrace 
to any réspectable business community. This de- 
feat was only accomplished by the expenditure of 








Island into the St. Louis Bridge and Terminal Asso- 
ciation on very favorable terms. 

Coal charges for transfer across the river were im- 
mediately advanced to 30 cents per ton, or $4.50 
to $12 per car, the large 40-ton cars being gener- 
ally used. 

The Free Bridge agitation was started and the 
Term'nal Association again saw danger. As the 
bridge movement grew in strength they made one 
corecssion after another until finally the Commis- 
sion, appointed by the Mayor, is able to report the 
reductions published some time ago; not secured by 
their efforts, but through the fear of the St. Louis 
Bridge and Terminal Association that the Free 
Bridge proposition will carry.

What Is “Bucket-Shopping?” 

Merrill A. Teague, in Everybody's 
Magazine for June, gives, in his strik- 
ing leading article, “Bucket-Shop 
Sharks,’’ the following account of jhe 
rise of bucket shops: 

“The invention of marginal gambling 
was what made bucket shopping possi- 
ble. As long as trades were actual and 
the things bought and sold were actual- 
ly transferred and the whole price was 
paid, there was no room in speculative 
markets for the keeper of the bucket 
shop. 

“It was a quarter of a century ago 


cotton exchanges and boards of trade— 
the marts where prices originate and 
are fixed—were first counterfeited. Deals 
were consummated at tle ‘buckets’ with 
greater ease than on legitimate. ex- 
changes, where rigid rules governed each 
transaction, and where red tape had to 
be tangled, unraveled, and tangled again. 
The counterfeit transactions perfectly 
simulated the genuine. The counter- 


regular exchanges. There was nothing 
to prevent, since those quotations were 





gathered by the telegraph companies 
wis disseminated to anybody who paid 
for them. Places where the counter- 
feiters held forth stood cheek’ by jowl 
with the offices of regular brokers and 
bankers; there was no apparent differ- 
ence in thelr appearance, But the keep- 
ers of bucket shops held out to all who 
wished to gamble the inducement of 
‘quick action’ for their money. They 
charged small commissions, waived in- 
terest upon balances supposed to be 
advanced to cover deficiencies between 
margins and full values, required nar- 
rower margin than would be accepted 
by regular brokers, and, as an irresisti- 
ble magnet to attract patronage, offered 
to accept orders for transactions in 
fractional lots. Legitimate exchanges 
countenance trades only when made in 
fixed umits or multiples thereof, the 
minimum being 100 shares of stock, 10,- 
000 bushels of grain, 100 bales of cotton, 
and so on. The bucket shop keeper ac- 
cepted orders for five shares of stock, 
1000 bushels of grain, and five or ten 
bales of cotton. Your bucket shop keep- 
er went on the road to steal all the 
money that might chance to cross his 
path. He has never had any more 
scruples about stealing the $% bank note

Americans Do Not Realize True 
State of Affairs, He 
Says. 





Before a large audience at the Gar- 
rick Theater, Gregory Maxim detfivered 
the message intrusted to him oy the 
revolutionists, and repeated 
ovations were accorded him before and 
after he spoke. 

When Maxim stepped on the stage the 
audience cheered for over five minutes. 


While the chairman was delivering his 


opening address, the audience, composed 
mostly of natives of Russia, listened at- 
tentively, and when he introduced Max- 
sm, the speaker, the applause was great, 
and cries of “Hurray’’ were given with 
a will. Looking over his audience, Max- 
im began to speak in a low, but audible 
tone. As he spoke he became more en- 
thusiastic until] he was carried away by 
his own serious appeal and with him he 
carried the audience. Among other 
things, Maxim said: 

‘In the middle of the deep, cold sea 
there was an island. The waves tossed 
against it continually, but were broken 
into thousands of shreds. And the is- 
land remained immovable. Years 
passed and the waves, breaking them- 
selves on the soil of the island, left 
signs. They tore away pieces of it that 
could never be put back. The ocean is 
Russia and the island is the autocracy. 
The waves are the revolutionists who 
for years have ‘tried to' do away with 
the island. They fell; they were 
crushed. But they left their marks 
where they hit the autocracy. A con- 
stitution had to come and it came. 


Amertean Life Is Fast. 


“Of course, it is difficult for you peo- 
ple living) in America to umderstand how 


the constitution came about. You live 
in a country where life is fast. You 
have no time to read papers. All you 
@o is read headlines and get a superfi- 
clal knowledge of what is going on in 
Russia, or in other parts of the world. 

“According to your press, Russia is 
free already, and was so months and 
months ago. I never knew that Russia 
was free before I came to this country. 
We have a Duma, your press says. Of 
course we do. And the Duma talks, 
while the Government does what it 
pleases. The Duma will not save the 
autocracy; it condenms it to death, to 
a fearful death. 

“Trepoff is the Czar, and all the rest 
of the autocrats listen to him and he 
does what he pleases, the Duma not- 
withstanding. 

“If Trepoff chooses to make riots 
against the Jews and massacre them, he 
does so. The Jews in Russia are never

Aerodrome to Open Next Sun- 
day, With Permanent Play- 
house Planned.

The aerodrome in which this venture 
is now to be launched is an open-air 
amphitheater, inclosed by a high fence 
and facing the stage on which the per- 
formances will be given. Negotiations 
for its location haye been in progress for 
some time past and have just been 
closed. It is stated that at least $30,000 
is available for the construction of a 
permanent theater for colored playgoers 
in St. Louis if the aerodrome enterprise 
is successful,

Over-Severe and Prolonged 
Training Has Deleterious 
Effect. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—O! splendid 
build, but alleged by the United States 
medical authorities to be suffering from 
decaying tissues, Franklin Murphy, one 
of the most widely known athletes in 
Ireland and holder of several national 
records, has been detained for deporta- 
tion at Ellis Island. Murphy has ap- 
pealed his case to Washington and is 


hourly awaiting a decision. 

Murphy, who is built like a giant, 
came vg this count as a first cabin 
passenger on the Caledonia of the An- 
chor Line. His flabby skin first attract- 
ed the attention of the United States 
Marine Hospital physicians, who or- 
dered that he be taken to Ellis Island 
for examination, 

There, under the supervision of Dr. 
George Stoners, a thorough examina- 
tion of the athlete was effected and the 
decision subsequently made that, al- 
though to all outward appearances Mur- 
phy was in his prime, he was, neverthe- 
less, on the verge of a complete physic- 
al collapse. Due to his many years of 
too severe training and overexertion, Dr. 
Stoners said, Murphy’s muscular tis- 
sues were in a quick process of decay, 
while his heart muscies were already al- 
most entirely gone. 

It was further alleged by Jr. Stoner 
in his report that in two years this once 
great athlete would be litterally unable 
to walk, and would then become a pub- 
lic charge. No one was more surprised 
at the result of the examination than 
Commissioner Watchorn, who had Mur- 
ohy come to his office and strip that he 
night verify the report of the physio 
ians. 

Murphy had with him numerous med- 
als and cups which he had received as 
trophies in Irish athletic contests. He 
was for a long time regarded as the 
champion bicycle rider of Ireland and 
held his title up ta few years ago. 
One of his medals was given to him by 
the Irish Road Club for winning a §- 
mile bicycle race in two hours and 
forty minutes. Among his other troph- 
ies were three first place medals in %- 
mile bicycle races, a silver cup for a 
record in pedestrianism and several 
badges for cross-country running. For 
several years Murphy served as an ath- 
letic instructor in the Belfast gym- 
nasium. He was president of Sydenham 
Hockey Club in that city.

Baseball reporters of the morning press of this city have been scathing 
in criticism of Umpires Connelly and Eyaus of the American League because 
of the suspension of O'Connor, the ejection of Howell from the grounds 
and their general inclination to enforce law, order and the rules on the base- 
ball field. 


I yield to no man in admiration of Catcher O'Connor as a man and a ball 
player. But his action in foolish protesting against the calling of Monday’s 
game with New York fully justified his suspension. Time was not called until 
the downpour fully justified it. The conditio nof the grounds after the rain 
left the umpire no alternative but to call the contest back to the seventh in- 
ning, which made New York victor. 

I believe in life and zest and spirit and contention in a ball game, I have 
also noticed that the best and greatest of players approach the game in the 
spirit of boys, as play, not as work. This boyish spirit keeps Marks O'Con- 
nor and is largely responsible for the extended period of his usefulness, 

At the same time there should be some man exercise of manly sense with 
this admirable spirit of hobbledehoyness, ‘Protests well founded and quitely 
and logically put are to be commended. But senseless and unjustifiable kicking 
is to be sharply reprehended, 

Above and before ali it is the very nadir of idiocy for a player to kick him- 
self off the grounds when: he is, or may be, needed in a fame. 


Unquestionably the suspension of O’Connor just at this most import stage 
deducts 50 per’ cent from.the effectiveness of the Raven pitchers, especially 
Smith, Powell and Jacobson. Rickey is a grand young catcher, but he lacks 
20 years of the experience of O'Connor. He does not know the. batters. When 
he catches a young pitcher like Smith, also ignorant of his hitters, it is like 
leading lambs to the sacrifice. 

And the very worst of it is.that the umpires are always, or almost al- 
ways, right. They are honest, capable, energetic, sober, men, especially tested 
in the fire of sharp competition and selected because of their fitness for their 
calling. During the past two weeks I have seen O’Day and Emslie and Con- 
nelly and Evans abused and condemned for making eminently equita decisions. 
One day I saw Bowerman block the slidery Himes off first base by putting his 
leg against his shoulder. Himes slid short of the bag and could not reach 
it in a week because Bowerman had him nailed to*the ground. He reached 
and reached for the base in vain. Yet next day the baseball reporters abused 
Emslie in unmeasured terms for dé€claring the runner out. 


Now dnd then umpires make a mistake. On the whole they are almost as 
infallible as it would be possible for mén to be. We should support them, or 
at least not abuse them. 

As for the players it may be advisable that they should be active in seek- 
ing all they can get. In so doing they should be careful to keep within the 
limits of the law and not in any case make it necessary for the umpires to 
make them’ useless to their clubs.

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UnlO COAL STRIKE 


Joint isle Genmitten Ad- 
journs Without Agree- 


ment, 


COLUMBUS, O., June 7.—The Joint 
Scale Committee of the miners and 
Operators has adjourned without 


agreement. 

The strike in the Ohio coal fields 
will continue indefinitely and troops 
will, in all probability. remain in 
camp for at least 10 days. 

The situation is admitted by both min- 
ers and operators to be cr#tical. All 
last night the troops were harassed by 
tamperings with iheir telephone and 
telegraph service. \Vires were cut and 
large sections stolen, others were 
grounded on high tension line trolley 
wires, poles were cut down and insula- 
tors knocked off. A patrol was estab- 
lished this morning to guard the means 
of communication. 

A trainload of strike breakers was 
taken into Plum Run this morning and 
four companies were dispatched to re- 
inforce the battalion on guard there. 
Rumors of an outbreak today at Brad- 
ley are fiying thick and fast and the 
military authorities will prepare to send 
additional troops at the first sign of 
trouble. 

Three regiments are now in the field, 
totaling about 2500 men, and another is 
being held in readiness in Cleveland.

They 
may as well give all small claims they 
have to a personage known as Cupid, 
since he is the only one that need hope 
for success, according to present con- 
ditions and past records of local woman 
lawyers. 

Miss Gratia Evelyn Woodside, the 
best-known practicing woman attorney 
in St. Louis, reviewed the past, spoke 
of the present and forecasted the future 
of the law as a profession for women 
incidental to the graduating exercises of 
the Benton College of Law, when two 
young women received degrees—Miss 
Ray Beall, LL. M., and Miss Tilly Hill, 
1743 Preston place, LL. B. Miss Wood- 
side said Cupid is the only enemy of 
the law among women. 

Miss Woodside, who is a graduate of 
the Missouri State University, comes 
of a family of lawyers. .She is. the 
daughter of Judge Woodside of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Southern Missouri. She 
has been practicing law in St. Louis 
for two years. 

‘Miss Daisy D. Barbee may be looked 
upon as the pioneer of woman lawyers 
in St. Louis,’ said Miss Woodside. ‘‘She 
practiced here successfully for nine 
years. She is a graduate of the St. 
Louis Law School. 


Miss Couzins Cleared Way. 
“She went to Nevada after her mar- 


riage two years ago and gave up her 
practice here. She was successful and 
liked her work. 

“Previous to her there was Miss 
Phoebe Couzins, but her work was done 
so long ago that it has little bearing 
upon present conditions, 

‘“‘Miss Carry May Carrol of Indepen- 
dence, Mo., is a successful attorney 
and has a good practice. 

‘I came to St. Louis two years ago 
and I find my work attractive. It is 
the one thing I want.to do. I find few 
obstacles in the wayrof women attor-

neys except the fact that their rarity 
causes them to receive more than or- 
dinary notice when in a courtroom. 
“‘All persons whom I have met in my 
work have been courteous and if at any 
time I was with those who were op- 
posed to women practicing law I have 


never known it by their conduct. 1 
recommend law as a profession for 
women. There are certain kinds of cases 


that some women do not like to take 
and they can be particular if they will. 

“The very study of law is good for a 
woman's intellect. 

“At present there are two other young 
women lawyers who have offices in St. 
Louis—Miss Hattie Greensfelder, niece 
of Justice Greensfelder, and Miss 
Frances Wolf. Miss Greensfelder grad- 
uated from the University of Missouri 
last year and Miss Wolf, who came 
from Memphis, passed the bar examina- 
tian. 

Many Like Office Work. 

“Miss Ray Beall, who received the 
LL. M. degree Tuesday evening, has 
passed the bar examination, but has 
not practiced as yet. 

“Some women like certain parts of 
legal practice. For instance, the office 
work. And I think that the office work 
of large firms could be well handled 
by women who have an aptitude for it 
as well as the legal knowledge neces- 
wary. 

‘Personally I am fond of the active 
work in the court. The making of ar- 
gument is not difficult when one re- 
members one’s case and forgets those 


present.”’ 
Miss Cora Milligan is a graduate of 
the St. Louis Law School who has not 


as yet begun to practice. She is fond 
of her profession and dooes not mean 
to desert it. 

Some women feel a timidity about en- 
tering the law cause of the few 
women practicing’ and the attention 
they feel that they will attract because 
of their sex. 

Miss Woodside thinks, ‘‘Twenty years 
will change this and make a courtroom 
as much a place for women as any other 
place.”’ 

Neither Miss Beall nor Miss Hill plan 
to enter active practice at once. Their 
idea is to do stenographic work in law 
offices while they establish a practice. 
Their argument is that they will thus 
be learning and earning at’ the same 
time and also making ready for the 
future. 
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Roused Justice to Wed.

Russell of 2711 Washington avenue and 
Miss Cora Clark of 3410 Washington 
avenue were married shortly before mid- 
night bw Justice Carroll. Russell is an 
electrician, and Tuesday evening he 
worked until very late over a patent 
with which he hopes to make a fortune 
for himself and his bride.

home of Miss Clark and they decided 
to awake the Justice. They apologized 
for the lateness of the hour, but were 
assured that it was “all right.”’

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“Conditions Still 
Unspeakable,” Says

CHICAGO, June 7.—After al- 
lowing the packers to violate 
State laws and city ordinances 
for 20 years, the city administra- 
tion suddenly woke up today and 
sent out to the yards an army 
of building and sanitary inspec- 
tors. Though the packers have 
been cleaning up ‘and remodeling 
buildings for 10 days, it was

C. W. ARMOUR ESTIMATES 
LOSS AT $140,000,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 7.—It is 
estimated that the business done by 
the packing houses located here will 
suffer to the extent of $10,000,000 as 
a result of the agitation in connec- 
tion with the President’s crusade 
against ‘“‘doctored”’ meats. Represen- 
tatives of the various plans today 
agreed with the estimates in the dis- 
patches of yesterday that the business 
of the whole country would show a 
loss of,at least $150,000,000. 

Said Charles W. Armour: 

“I do not think the estimate of 
$140.000.000 loss to the packers in the 
whole country is exaggerated. That 
is only a shrinkage of about 10 per 
cent on the total volume of business 
done, which I think is easily $1,500,- 
000,000 in all branches of the trade. 
We have complaints already from 
England that the canned meat trade 
is decreasing. It is easy to scare peo- 
ple 3000 miles away.”

IS NOW I DEMAND 


Receipts of Cattle and Hogs at 
Local Yards Larger Than 
Ever Before. 


TABOO ON CANNED GOODS 


—__———, 





Trust Houses Are Refunding 
Money and Shipping “‘Air- 
Tights” Back. 





The label, “Made in St. Louis,” js 


more eagerly sought by local meat- 
eaters these days than the United 
States Government inspection stamp, 
Which has been shown by. the Neill- 
Reynolds report to 'be fraudulently 
used by the Beef Trust. 

Canned meats, no matter how they 
are labeled, are not in demand, but 
meat known to have been killed and 
prepared for market in St. Louis inde- 
pendent packing houses of good reputa- 
tion is popular. : 

St. Louis is very much ‘‘on the map” 
so far as the meat trade is concerned, 
and many meat-eaters who have cut 
out the East St. Louis product have 
no hesitation in buying chops and juicy 
steaks from animals killed on this side 
of the river. 

One of the important results of the 
agitation against the Beef Trust is the 
booming of St. Louis as a market for 
the best grades of cattle and hogs. Re- 
ceipts at the Independent Stock Yards 
on Bremen avenue near Broadway have 
been larger the last week than ever be- 
fore, and local livestock dealers are 
sending circulars throughout the South- 
west asking cattle and hog raisers to 
send their shipments to St. Louis rath- 
er than East St. Louts. 

Many Independent Dealers. 

Local livestock men say that for many 
years the best hogs raised in the West 
have come to the St. Louis market and 
have been taken by local independent 
packers. There are in St. Louis more 
than 100 proprietary ‘‘pork houses,” en- 
tirely independent of the Trust. Each 
of these has worked for years to build 
up its trade and it has been the boast of 
the independent packers that the qual- 
ity of their meat and the care and 
cleanliness with which it is prepared 
has been the’ main reason for their abil- 
ity to compete with the combine. 

In many St. Louis neighborhoods 
there are “porkhouses” to which 
heads of families pin their faith. The 
output of these independent dealers is 
mainly fresh pork, hams, bacon, lard, 
Sausage, lamb and mutton. Very few 
‘of them handle beef. 

One large concern which claims to 
be independent slaughters most of the 
beef killed here, but its output repre- 
sents Only about 40 per cent of the 
beef sold in the butcher shops. The 
remainder is furnished by Chicago 
houses classed as members of the 
trust. 4 

Willing to Pay More. 


Butchers say that since the Beef 
Trust disclosures purchagers are more 


critical than they formerly were and 
that there is a greater demand for what 
is known as “heavy beef,’’ which shows 
by its size and condition that it came 
from large and well-nurtured cattle. 
Thin, scrawny sides and quarters from 
which cheap steaks and roast are cut 
are practically out of the market. 

Buyers of meat for family use, when 
they do not.cut out meat altogether, 
are willing to pay better prices than 
formerly for beef which the dealer will 
guarantee to be fresh and sweet. 

There is almost no demand for veal, 
though some of it is sold by butchers 
who are known to kill their own calves. 
Beef Trust veal cannot be sold at any 
price in many neighborhoods. 

Many grocers and proprietors of meat 
shops in St. Louis have canceled large 
orders for canned meats and have noti- 


longer carry these goods. 


Canned Goods Sent Back. 

In the last few days some of the trust 
houses have been refunding to local 
dealers the money paid for canned 
goods already bought and instructing 
‘the dealers to ship the goods back to 
Chicago. 

This proceeding is regarded as a mys- 
tery by local dealers, who do not know 
whether the trust means to take i tg 
eanned goods off the market tempo- 
rarily or to ship them to other places 
where sentiment against this class of 
goods is not so strong. 

There is an increased demand for fish 
and vegetables in St. Louls, but the 
supply of both is larger than last year 
and prices are low. 

This condition makes it possible for 
anyone who wishes to get along without 
meat to do so economically. 

The larger restaurants report 
there has been no perceptible falling off 
in meat consumption at their tables. 
The head waiter of one of them said: 

“Our patrons demand meat. They 
may be a little particular just now, but 
as long as we give them the best meat 
obtainable and charge them the highest 
prices for it they are satisfied.” 


Belleville Police on Watch, 


The Belleville Police Department has 
been instructed to aid in the inspec- 
tion of packing houseg and butcher 
shops. Orders were issued Thursday to 
the police, when they assembled for rol! 
call, to watch such places on their beats. 
Reports are to be made as to whether 
the sanitary conditions prescribed by 
law are carried tut, and whether any 
diseased meat is prepared or offered for 
sale. These reports are to be used in 
prosecuting dealers and butchers who 
violate the law. The instructions to the 
patrolmen were to make their investiga- 
tion rigid.

WEBSTER SMILES 
AS DEPOT BURNS 


Residents of the Groves Now 
Certain New Station Will 
Be Built. 


NOBLE WORK BY FIREMEN 





Explosion of Switch Lantern 
Causes Neglect of Soft 
Boiled Eggs, 





The entire population of fashionable 
Webster Groves turned out’ Thursday 
morning to watch fire destroy the Mis- 
SOurl Pacific station, ignited when a 
Switch lantern exploded in the baggage 
room, amid paint and oil. The Webster 
Groves volunteer fire department did 
yeoman service, but it is confessed that 
the majority in the suburb watched the 
conflagration with secret thrills of joy. 
Webster has long protested against the 
barnlike structure, begging for a nice 
brick station. Now it will get what it 
Wants. 

The fire broke out at 6:30 a. m., when 
the suburb was getting re&idy for break- 
fast. Cereals and soft boiled eggs were 
left untouched while the fire raged. 
Most of the residents of the suburb are 
business men with offices. in St. Louis, 
and all of them were late getting down- 
town. 

Missouri Pacific trains passing the 
town during the fire were switched 
from the regular track to another a 
little further from the station, and 
whizzed by without stopping, passen- 
gers shielding their faces with hand- 
kerchiefs and staring at the crowd 
around the burning building. 


Paint and Oil Fed Fire. 


Henry Miller, a switchboy at the sta- 
tion, was carrying lanterns in from the 
switches when one exploded in the bag- 
gage room. Miller was slightly burned. 
The station was recently painted and 
buckets of oil and paint were scattered 
about the room. 

3urning oil from the lantern ignited 
oil in a bucket, and tbe fire leaped to 
the ceiling. The wood was old and dry, 
and burned like tinder. In five minutes 
the blaze was fullgrown, and people 
were running from every direction to- 
ward the station, which is centrally lo- 
cated on Church avenue. 

Webster's “fire department consists of 
a hose reel, manned when needed by 
the residents of the town. It was on 
the scene shortly, and, perspiring busi- 
ness men in their shirtsleeves, shouted 
and fought the flames. like veteran fire- 
men. They knew they could work as 
hard as their consciences dictated, be- 
cause there was no hope from the first 
of saving the station, and their ener- 
gies .were spurred by visions of a hand- 
some new structure rising from the 
ashes. 

Four trunks in the baggage room were 
lost. and a small quantity of freight. 
The station was 80 feet.long, consisting 
of twarwaiting rooms, a baggage room 
and tidhet office. Wires of the Subur- 
Lan Light~and Power Co. passed di- 
rectly over fH, and were burned. Kirk- 
wood as well as Webster Groves was 
supplied from this source, and _ both 
‘Suburbs were without power for elec- 
tric fans Thursday. 

Station Built in 1855. 

Peter Harrison, agent at the station, 
estimated the loss at $3000. There was 
no insurance. Missouri Pacific officials 
said a new station would be erected 
immediately, and construction men were 
sent to the place before the cinders 
were cool. The station was erected in 
1855, and hts long ben an eyesore to 
Websterites. 

On the way into St. Louis on a sub- 
urban train, half a dozen prominent 
Websterites got together and planned 
to take immediate steps toward a 
suitable station. It was agreed that 
the property now owned by the Con- 
non Floral Co., on the southeast cor- 
ner of Church avenue and the railroad 
tracks, was the proper site, and one 
of those present said he had already 
seen the proprietors and had been told 
the site would be sold for a _ fair 
price, 

The old station was on the north 
side of the tracks, so that most of the 
residents of the town had to cross the 
rails to get to it. This was considered 
dangerous, especially for children. It 
Was suggested that the old site ought 
to be used for a freight station and 
a new site purchased for passengers.

Cunarder Lusitania, With Ac- 
commodations for 2350 
Passengers, Floated, 


GLASGOW, June 7.—The new Cunard 
line steamer Lusitania, the world's larg- 
est liner, Was successfully launched at 
the Clydebank today. Hundreds of vis- 
itors from all parts of the country be- 
sides thousands of the local population 
witnessed the ceremony. 

The Lusitania is the first of the giant 
Cunarders to be launched and her sister, 
the Mauritania, will follow her into the 
sea a month hence. The Lusitania is 
7) feet long and her greatest ‘breadth 
is 88 feet, while her depth molded is 
(014 feet. Her displacement is about 40,- 
000 tons and powerful. turbine engines 
will drive her through the water at a 
sustained speed of from 24 to 25 knots. 

The cabin accommodations are for 550 
first-class, 500 second-class and 1300 
third-class passengers, and the crew will 
number about 800.
